the ground. The mean temperature during the month 
of April was 40 degrees. Robing and sparrews were 
fist noticed from the Ist to 8d, bluebirds 5th, pewees 
7th, larks 10th, swallows 24th, martins 28th. Frogs 
were first heard from the 28d to 2t, according to the 
location. But very little was done at farming during 
the month, although some farmers plowed as early as 
the 26th. May came in cold. On the Ist, 2d and 
3d, snow felt to # considerable depth in the interior of 
the State, while along the coast it was a cold rain and 
sleet. The average temperature of the month was 57 
degrees, average for thirty-three years (according to 
observations of Mr. R. H. Gardiner, at Gardiner, in 
th's county,) 53 degrees. Vegétation put forth slow. 
Hard frosts oocurred on the Ist and 7th, and also in 
many places on the 19th, 28d, 28th and 30th. Cher- 
ry and plum blossoms were observed on the 30th, and 
the first opening of apple blossoms (at West Water- 
ville) 8ist. Sowing and planting were generally fin- 
ished during the month. 

Tae Summer Montus. In our latitude, June, 
which properly opens the summer calendar is essen- 
tially a spriog month; and March, generally reckoned

have from November to May. June the present sea- 
son was cool throughout, the temperature averag- 
ing 59 degrees, and being colder by several degrees 
than the average of the past thirty years. The nights- 
especially, were unusually cold. Apple trees were in 
full blossom on the Sth, the average for the past fif- 
teen years (at Winterport) being the lst. July was 
an ususually dry, cold month. The observations at 
Gardiner, which have been kept for over thirty years, 
show but two Julys with less moistare than that of 
1869, viz: in 1844, when but 1.47 inches of rain fell, 
and in 1864 when but 0.59 inches were recorded. The 
rain gauge at Orono, shew but little over 1.50 inches 
during the month. The temperature, also, was very 
low, the average being 66 degrees. The cloudy days 
duridg the month, the heavy dews, and the great 
amount of fogs, particularly along the coast, kept the 
earth from becoming severely dry, and vegetation did 
not suffer so much from the absence of rain, as the 
small amount which fell weuld seem-to indicate. A 
terrific thander and hail storm visited some portions 
of the State on the 8th, deing considerable damage to 
buildings, growing crops, &c. The month of August 
was dry and cool. Mr. Gardiner reports it: “Very 
cold and very dry—three degrees colder than the 
average of thirty-three years, and but two Augusts 
during that period of so jittle rain.’* The average 
temperature of the month was as fellows: At Orono, 
62 degrees, at Gardiner, 67 degrees, at. Winterport, 
63 degrees; at Cornishville, (average for forty years) 
64 degrees. Mr. Blake at Winterport, says: ‘Not 
rain enough during the month to lay the dust, with 
the exception of a smart shower on the 20th and 28tb.’’ 
Prof. Fernald, at Orono, reports: ‘‘The rainfall dur- 
ing the first nineteen days of the month was but 0 18 
inches; and the rainfall from July 17th to August 
20th, was but 9.44 inches; very much less then the 
rainfall for a corresp mding period of time at any pre- 
vious portion of the year.’’ Frost occurred at differ- 
ent places in the State on the 8th, 221, 27th and 31st. 

Tue Fatt Tavs ran. The month of September may 
be set down as generally warmanddry. The mean 
temperature at Winterport was 61 degrees, and at 
Orono 594 degress, The amount of rainfall was 3.67 
inches. During this month two gales of remarkat le 
severity swept over a large portion of our State, being 
more noticeable along the coast. That of the Sth was 
the most violent that has been koown ia this section 
for years. It unroofed and moved buildings, tore 
down chimneys, prostrated corn, fences, trees, &o. 
That of the 29th was less violent, but did considerable 
damage. Prof. Fernald estimated the velocity of the 
wnd from 11 o’clock P. M. to 12 o'clock midnight, 
of the 8th, to be seventy-five miles per hour. Toe 
first frosi of the month ocourred on the 28th. Octo- 
ber wae a cold, wet month, the mean temperature be- 
ing 45 degrees, aud the amount of rainfall 9.57 inches. 


Tne firat of the month was very rainy; on the 4tha 


great freshet ocourred throughout the State, which 
raised the water on nearly all the rivers higher than 


ever before known, with the single exception of the 
great ireshet of 1832. Immense damage was occa- 
sioned by it. On the 22d a severe shock of an earth- 
quake was felt, and on the 28th, 29th and 80th a

fertilizers as an aid to the early maturing of corn and 
grain crops; he should become year by year, better 
educated by thought, stady and experience, to cope 
with the secret influences of nature for the production 
of good crops; he shou!d be constantly diligent, pru- 
dent, careful, always giving thanks to Him whose 
hand io autumn spreads

Alphabet for November. 





A careful and prudent farmer will be sure that 
everything is ready for winter—for in our climate 
there is little promise of a day’s open weather after 
the middle of this month. 

Be up and doing early in the morning, for in these 
short days little is accomplished if one lies in bed until 
daylight. Start early with men and team, and both 
will do as much work in a day now, as at any time in 
the seagon. ‘ 

Cur out dead and decaying trees in the forest, and 
thin out those that stand teo thick. Fire wood cut 
now oan be hauled up on the first snows, and the 
winter's sledding done up the first part of the winter, 
whea it is generally the best doing for the whole sea- 
son. 

Dre surface drains to carry off the surplus water of 
spring, and thereby forward the operations of seed 
time. - 

Evercreen. bough , hemlock, fir, &c, make the 
best material for banking up the house, covering 
vines, plents, &c., that we have ever found. They are 
clean to handle, and give good protection from the 
cold. 
Fow1s intended for the market should be well fat- 
tened, I, don't pay to bring lean chickens to market. 
Give plenty of corn meal, boiled potatoes, and pure 

ater. 

Give all fattening animals, beeves, hogs, &c , plen- 
ty of wholesome, nourishiog food. They lay on fat 
faster pow than later in the season, therefore feed as 
high as they will bear. 

House all implements that hive been in use during 
the season for which there will be no more need until 
another year.

Their owner would. wonder, 
perhaps, when he went out toward spring to see how 
his bees had wintered, why this swarm should die 
with a hive fall of honey. He would probably guess, 
however, that they froze ta death, and in thie case 
would not make a bad guess This has been one of the 
worst seasons fur robbing that there has been for a 
long time. The general scarcity of honey in flowers 
early in fall, as well as unusually small stores, makes 
bees perfectly desperate. Ihave never known such 
determination manifested by :obbers as there 1s this 
fall. Bee- are usuaily less furious in their «udeavors 
to rob in the fall than in spring.

Messrs. Platt & Newton, in the “San Francisco 
Market Review,’’ have an article from which we make 
the following extract : , 

**We are pow enabled to make a pretty accurate es- 
timate of the wheat crop yr ad present year, which, 
notwithstanding a partial failure in certain localities, 
sill, owing to a broader acreage sown, ximate 
20,000,000 of bushels. This is a larger yield than is 
produced by any other State in the Usion, with the 
single exception of Minnesota, which has turned out 
about an equal amount. The total breadth of land 
sown has been somewhat less here than in that State, 
showing a larger average yield per acre, the latter 
having been 19 bashels in California and a little over 
18 in Minnesota. In both States, however, there has 
been upon the land lorgest kept under the plow, a 
steadily diminished product per acre, the large and 
constantly increasing aggregate uct being due to 
the extensive tracts of virgin soil brought every year 
under tillage. It seems that in Minnesota and other 
trontier western States, the same style of husbandry is 
practiced as ia California—that of running the land 
year after year to wheat lone, without suffering it to 
rest or replenish it with manure, whereby it is rapidly 
impoverished, its powers of uction being dimin- 
ished often at the rate of five, and even as | igh as ten 
and twelve per cent every year. Thus we have tracts 
of rich allovial soil ia some of our finest valleys, upon 
which the yield of wheat formerly ranged from 40 to 
60 bushels per acre, but which now, after being plant- 
ed to this grain for a series of fifteen or twenty years, 
turning out pot over 12 or 14 bushels, Should this 
power of production drop a little lower, and the rates 
of labor, rental and other necessary expenditures of 
the farmer, remain at anything like the present stand- 
ard, then it is evident that these lands could no longer 
be cultivated to wheat with profit, they being now 
barely remunerative to the farmer. 

**But while rest and manure for the land anda 
proper rotation of the cereal crops have become ia 
certain localities imperative, a more diversified style 
of husbandry is everywhere called for. Our agrical- 
turists do not raise a suffcient variety ef products, 
either for their own or the general good of the com- 
munity, as our enormous importations of many of the 
staple products of food and other agricultural com- 
modities clearly demonstrate. 

**We are now importiog annually many millions of 
dollars’ worth of provisions, iruits, wines, liquors, 
oils, etc , for the growth and production of which the 
soil and climate of California are admirable adapted, 
and where they should be furnished of as good quality 
and at as remunerative rates as anywhere else in the 
world. It certainly seems wrong to fiad that in some 
of the most fertile valleys of the State a large propor- 
tion of the batter, cheese, ham, bacon, lard and 
even preserved fruits consumed, are brought from 
abroad. Thousands of acres of pasture lands, upon 
which milch cows could be grazed at little cost, are 
afforded on the mountain ranges adjacent to our more 
populous valleys. Millions of bushels of apples ant 
peaches are suffered to rot under the trees, upo»u which 
swine could be fed and fattened to advantage; much 
of the shrunken wheat aad barley being also suited to 
this purpose. 

**Ic is idle to talk of thrift or to look for permanent 
progress until our people chacge their habits in this 
respect, and produce within themselves a larger share 
of the necessaries and juxaries of Ife; and it is grati- 
fying to leara that they are beginning to turn their 
attention more generally to this manner, and are ev 
year making some progress towards a more - diff 
prodactioa ani a fuller supply of their own wants. 
‘*While the wheat crop has been large, the yield of 
all the other cereals has been fully up to an average, 
and in the case of Indian corn even more. The fruit 
and berry crop has been of fiae quality and super- 
abuodaat.”’

‘and weeds among the plants, bet plenty of berries 
The yield is most abundant om the dryest portions 
near the borders of the swale, bat there were plenty 
of berries everywhere. Our time being short we did 
not take aby notes of our conversation with Mr. Nel- 
son, aod we should be glad if he would give our read- 
ers more particulars in regard to,what seemed to us a 
very successful experiment, bringing cranberry rais- 
ing within the means of every farmer who nas a simi- 
lar piece of ground.—Vewport ( Vt.)

Funding of the National Debdt. 


The Funding 


In a recent letter to Secretary Boutwell, yell, written by | eorOugh 
Charles 8. P. Bowles, ber of the influential 
7 house of Bowles {others & Co., of New York, 

a plan is suggested for the funding of the National 
Debt at a teduced rate of interést, and consequently 
its more rapid reduction and earlier extinction than 
will be possible under the present or any other system 
which has been recommended or vontemplated. .The 
letter is too long for publication in our colamns, but 
we give the principal features of the plan suggested, 
sorthat our readers may readily ‘be able toiform an in- 
telligent opinion of its merits. 

The witer estimates the total debt of the country on 
the first of October, at $2,468,495,072 11, represent- 
ed in the various forms of 5 and 6 per cent. bonds of 
the various issues, greenback currency, legal tenders, 
gold certificates, postal and fractional carrepoy, and 
accrued interest. He thinks the 6 per cent. 1881 end 
earlier maturing bonds, amounting to $310,699,600, 
can be promptly met by our resources accruing upon 
their maturity. The 5 per cent. 10-40s, amounting to 
$194,567,300, will not press for conversion even 
when redeemable in 1874, as their rate of interest is 
not so oppressive, and they too can be converted, when 
expedient. The currency and other debt, amounting 
to $526,073,056, while it remains thus limited, can 
be controlled with comparative ease, and diminished 
if advisable, from accruing resources. Deducting the 
balance of $166,114,783, now in the Treasary, there 
remaing then sixteen hundred million of 5-20s with 
which we have alone to deal. Of this an amount of 
$300,000,000 is absorbed by the National Banke, and 
can be converted at will into bonds at a reduced inter- 
est. A further amount of $100,000,000 may be pro- 
vided for from the reserves and sinking fund by the 
time we are ready for the conversion. 

Thus, he says, ‘“‘we arrive at a residue of $1,200,- 
000,000 at most, for which government has to come 
into the money markets of the world, including our 
own. That this reduced sum will be readily found on 
the lowest terms, should not only be our trust, but 
our convistion.”’ 

The terms of the proposed new loan and the method 
of the conversion of the present debt, are thus stated 
by the writer: 

“Let Congress authorize the iesue of $1,200,000,- 
000 of 4 per cent. gold bonds, guaranteed in the bond 
freé from all taxation, and payable at option of the 
Government, in not less than twent Portis optional than

It is, 
however, argued with cause, that with a present year- 
ly surplus of over one hundred millions, we may have 
to buy. up our bonds before maturity, at & premium, 
as has already happened tour, Our taxation will 
doubtless be , but a reduction, ora wiser dis- 
tribution of taxes will not necesearily abate our in- 
come, The steady increage of our population and of 
taxable property; the d of the West; the 
recovering ity of the iy increased 
even by free la and Chinese im gration to our 
cotton-fields; the continuance of peace, and of our 
enormous crops, all seem to ensure the enance, 
if not the increase of our present revenues, even with 
reduced taxation.’” 

After considering the various methods of populariz- 
ing the loan in the foreign markets, among others by 
making the new bonds payable in the three standard 
currencies of the world, each bond representing its 
face in dollars, or their equivalent in francs or aterl- 
ing, and the appointment of Government agents from 
among our own citizens, in the capitals or money cen- 
ters of all countries, to cash the coupons at their face, 
without loss or deduetion of any kind, he suggests the 
following method of making the loan popular at home:

gellery of art, and accommodation for The Maryland 
istorical Society. For this purpose he gave $300,- 
000, to which he at % time added $200,000, and 
again, in 1866/9500. The corner-stone of the 
building was laid in i868 but the erection of it was 
delayed for _ by the untettled state of the country. 

In 1859 he returned to England, where he set about 
giv effect to his long cherished intentions of doing 

aching for the benefit of the laboring poor of Lon- 

aes, For this purpose, he donated $1,756,000 be- 
tween March 12, 1862, and December 5, 1868. For 
this service he was showered with honore, richly de- 
served, from the people of England. The Queen sent 
him a miniature portrait of herself accompanied by 
an autograph letter, and her tokens of consideration 
did not stop here, but were continued through his life. 
Besides these honors, Mr. Peabody received the free- 
doin of the city cf London, and a magnificent statue 
has lately been unveiled in his honor, paid for by the 
contributious of the workingmen. 

Mr. Peabody's greatest work in this country was 
the creation of the ‘‘Southern Educational Fund,’’ for 
the benefit of the population of the Southern States. 
During his visit to America in 1863, he get aside the 
sum of one million dollars for this purpose, and on the 
first of Joly Jast, he added another million dollars to 
the sam. ‘nie i makes the annual revenue of the trust 
equal to $130,000. Besides these amounts, there are 
also $884,000 in Mississippi and Florida bonds, which 
will one day prove negotiable property. His other 
gifts in this country to yarious literary and benevo- 
lent institutions, amount, as far is known, to about 
three-quarters of a million of dollars more. To his 
relatives in the United States he also gave $1,500,000 
making the unrivalled sum of nearly eight millions of 
dollars as the amount of his benefactions. 

Mr. Peabody left this country but a few weeks ago, 
and although his health was feeble and his age ad- 
- vanced, his death was sudden and unexpected. His 
works are his best monument, which will stand aslong 
as the memory of generous deeds endures 





Terriste.Accipent. We are informed by Coroner’ 


Wm. H. Libby, of this city, that a boy ten years old 
named Wm. Tibbetts, son of the late James Tibbetts 
of Litchfield, while at play in the flouring mill of 
Bartlett & Wood, Gardiner, on Wednesday, 10th inst., 
met with a fatal accident. He had got into the base- 
ment of the mill, and itis supposed attempted to place 
a belt upon the pully of the grindstone, and in doing 
so was caught and carried round at the rate of about 
one hundred revolutions a minate, at every turn dash- 
ing the body against the grindstone and the adjacent 
woodwork. He must have been killed on the first 
revolution. When found, he was lying upon the floor 
of the basement, presenting a shocking spectacle, His 
skull was crushed and the brains scattered in all di-' 
rections; one leg was torn off between the knee and 
ankle and thrown some twenty feet against the wall, 
and his arms and other portions of the body mangled 
in a most fearful manner. Snch was the force with 
which the body was carried round, that solid plank 
was broken, and the heavy grindstone fastened firmly 
ly to the floor was violently thrown a considerable 
distance: The scene was terrible to witness. It was 
not-deemed necessary to hold an inquest in the case, 
and the remains were taken in charge by the friends 
of the unfortunate boy, aud conveyed to his home in 
Litchfield.

The mill owners on 
t river have displayed a praiseworthy alac- 
rity in the construction of fishwaye. The principal 
part of the work on them was done within a month 
after receiving instructions from the commissioner of 
fisheries on the part of the State of Maine, and the 
Inspector General of Fisheries of New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia, on the part of Canada. The fishway at 
the Union dam in Calais, is a very substantial struc- 
ture, built after plans drawn by Mr. Foster, late Com- 
missioner of Fisheries; its cost was $600. The others 
were less expensive. While the workmen were en- 
gaged on the fishway at Baring, several salmon were 
seen on the lower side of the dam, unable to pass fur- 
ther up the river. 


EF The Lewiston Journal states that a donation of 
$10,000 was made to Bates College a few days since 
by a gentleman whose name itis not at liberty to 
state. This donation is an important: contribution to 
the fund of $50,000 now: required to be raised in or- 
der to secure the conditional donation of Mr. Bates. 
Mr, B. pledges, it is well known, $75,000 when $50,- 
000 are raised by friends of the college. Of this sum 
$21,725 has been pledged—adding the $10,000 sub- 
scription above named—and now only $28,275 remain 
to be raised to complete the $50,000 required. Not- 
withstanding the conditions of Mr. Bates’ subscrip- 
tion have not yet been met, he most generously pro- 
peses to expend at once the $50,000 named in his 
pledge, in ;utting the grounds and buildings of the 
college in proper order, and in erecting the left wing.

“Ey Which ‘is ‘read by so many, will urge its readers | 
who are farmers upon wet lands, to study the effect of 
harvest, when lands cannot be worked and prepared 
to allow Nature’s. effective agencies to work in their 
favor instead of against them. The lessons of such a 
season ought to have their effect upon the future. 

During the ride to which we have referred, we ex- 
amined the extraordinary effect of the water during 
the late deluge in many places upon the Canada road 
runving from Bingham to the State line, and our con- 
clusions were that the excessive fall of water was over 
a strip of territory varying from five to ten miles, 
while intervening etrips were not so much affected. 
At or near Carney’s Hotel, the fall was wonderful, as 
des-ribed by witnesses, and its effects will be seen for 
many years. It..wrecked barns, storehouses, out- 
buildings and fields, killing cattle, and filling yards 
and gardens with tons upon tons of boulders of great 
weight. The effect upon the Canada road over which 
all the lumbering teams of the Kennebec waters must 
pass with supplies, as well as the United States mail, 
is truly disastrous, and ia felt keenly by the settlers, 
who had just put the road in fibe condition by great 
efforts. The effect upon the business upon the'road 
will be seriously felt by all who engage in lumbering, 
as well as the settlers. Certainly the pleasure of the 
trip over this delightful summer road is gone until 
the State will assist the settlers to once more render it 
passable in safety. 

The fermers of this upper county, where not too 
near the lumber region, or too near railroads for the 
farmer io sell his hay, is in a prospering condition. 
They read the Farmer and I doubt not profit thereby.

For the Maine Farmer. 
Visit to Northern Penobscot. 

Mr. Eprtor :—B<lieving that some of the things 
seen and heard during a recent irip to northern Pe- 
nobscot are of sufficient interest to the readers of the 
Farmer to warrant the asking of space for a brief 
account of them, I ask it. We will go at once, if you 
ple.se, to Patten, without stopping by the way to talk 
about the good hotel accommodations at Lincoln, Mat- 
tawamkeag, and Winn; to expatiate upon the glories 
of the hills of ‘‘seven mile woods,’’ or the surpassing 
glories of the mud, or to praise the dinner which was 
served in eggs-act Irish style at romantic Benedicta; 
we will go at once to Putten, [ say, and take a look at 
the town, after we have warmed ourself at Mr. Thomp- 
son’s glowing open fire. It is a neat and thrifty little 
village—a gem in a getting of rich farming land—the 
depot. of the lumbering operations of the section, and 
the natural business centre of a circuit of settled ter- 
ritory containing nearly two thousand inhabitants, and 
of unsettled territory capable of supporting many 
times as many. For the benefit of the schools in this 
isolated part ef the county a Teachers’ Institute of two 
days duration was held in the academy. The notice 
though brief was well spread, through the attive ener- 
gy of Supervisor Sleeper of Aroostook, and we were 
surprised to find thirty-three teachers gathered as it 
seemed to me, from the out-lying woods. The zeal 
displayed by S. 8. Committee, citizens and teachers, 
in making the most possible of the Institute, is worthy 
of all praise. The same proportion of teachers to peo- 
ple in populous localities would give us rousing In- 
stitutes, 

The earthquake may have wrought changes in other 
respects but it certainly did not level the hill’, or dry 
the mud between Patten and Lee. Here we soon 
shook off the dust, weariness and chill of journeying 
in the genial home of Mr. J. M. True, Principal of 
“Lee Normal Academy.”’ Lee is a small village whose 
noticable features are a church of uncommon beauty 
and symmetry for the country, and a half mile trot- 
ting course around the borders of a natural pond. Its 
chief distinction is the academy, which has done good 
pioneer work for the past twenty-five years—a spring 
from which scores of teachers from the surrounding 
country have drank deep draughts of practical knowl- 
edge, and imbibed the spirit of good teaching. Acade- 
mies, especially those where normal instruction is 
given, are stil! doing a good work in sparsely popu- 
lated placer, although they have undoubtedly outlived 
their usefulness in communities convenient for the 
gradation of public schools. 

By going eight miles east to Springfield, we ex- 
changed the kind hospitality of Mr. True for that of 
Dr. Bradbury, Chairman of the 8.8, Committee of 
the town. Springfield has grown in thirty-five years 
from a complete wilderness into a thrifty and populous 
town. The people are enterprising and justly proud 
of their life and energy, and they have done one thing 
at least of which they may well be-proud. Midway 
between the “‘Mills”* and “Corner,’’ two small vil- 
lages about a mile apart, they have built a fine school- 
house at an expense of three thousand dollars, and 
now have three terms of school a year under the skill- 
ful instruction of J. W. Knight, a graduate of Farm- 
ington Normal School, This fine school is the result of 
the union of two districts, and great credit is due to 
the men who procured tbe union and the establishment 
of the one good central school in the place of two 
small ones. Look at the advantages! (1) A more 
comfortable and commodious school-house; (2) more 
skillful and better paid teachers; (3) three terms a 
year imstead of two; (4) the imcreased interest of 
parénts in the school which success always engen- 
ders. If any one has any doubts about the desir. 
ability of union of districts wherever it is practica- 
ble, let him go to Springfield and learn a lesson from 
the study of actual results. And yet there are eoores 
of communities in the State of Maine where a similar 
union would yield similar fruits.

A Gane or Cousrenrerrens Broxen Ur. An ex- 
tensive gang of counterfeiters in New York, engaged 
in manufacturing bogus stamps, bonds, &c., has been 
broken up. The stamps are of the finest execution, 
Several government officials who examined them are 
unable to detect their worthlessners. Investigations 
resulted in the discovery, as alleged,that Hart L. Pierce, 
of New York, was a member of the gang. Pierce is 
an accomplished engraver, a native of New York, and 
thirty-eight yearsold. It being evident that more im- 
portant individuals were behind Pierce, a watch was 
set on his door, which led to the discovery that Col. 
Robert Clark, who, during the war commanded the 
14th New York volunteers, and whose military repu- 
‘tation was good, was a constant visitor of Pierce. On 
October 80th, Whitely made a descent upon Pierce's 
place of business, arresting him and seizing all the 
dies and machinery used in counterfeiting; among 
which was a very costly press for transferring. After 
the seizure of the premises Clark came in and was ar- 
rested, and on the examjnation of his apartments 
abundant evidence of his guilt was found. One valise 
contained a plate for sixty pound tobacco stamps, dies, 
@ large quantity of two hundred and ten pound 
stamps, together with about $15,000 worth of clean, 
genuine stamps. The place where they were printed 
was found to be on Staten Island, where John Ripon, 
an Englishman, steel and copper plate printer, W. 8. 
Kempton of Maine, and Ripon’s wife were arrested. 
An engraver named Reuben Carpenter of Boston, has 
also been arrested. At his house in Cambridge the 
officers found in a bureau a plate for engraving one 
thousand dollar U. 8. bonds, and also ‘other counter- 
feiting materials. At his shop on Broomfield street a 
number of counterfeit dies and reyenue stamps were 
found. Pierce and Carpenter bear the reputation of 
being the two most expert engravers in the country. 
They have been employed by the New England Bank 
Note Company and by different banks as well as by 
the Government, and the counterfeits traced to their 
hands comprise stamps of every denomination, from 
one cent up to fifty dollars, of which the officers have 
recovered some $80,000 in amount. 

The Southern country is represented as having been 
flooded by counterfeit revenue tobacco stamps, of 
which it is supposed that upward of $800,000 in 
amount have been issued and used, thus swindling the 
Government extensively in tobacco dues alone. 

Carpenter states that he was paid $1600 for en- 
graving the head of Washington for one denomination 
of stamps only, and he and Pierce make other state- 
ments, showing that their work commanded the high- 
est price, and that their illegal business was very ex- 
tensively carried on. 

In all fifteen persons have been arrested for being 
connected in the manufacture of and issuing of the 
counterfeits named, and they have been held in $25,- 
000 each for trial, 

The arrest of this gang, and the recovery of to 
large a lot of counterfeit stamps and counterfeiters’ 
tools and implements, including-a valuable transfer 
press, is considered one of the most important opera- 
tions of the kind ever consummated in this country,

Boston on the 29th of February, 1869, on ® general 
whaling voyage in the Atlantic Qoeam, At Barbodoes 
Capt. Rounseville was joined by his wife and their two 
children, a boy and a girl, six and eight years of age 
respectively.

On the 28th of August the had been blowing 
fresh, and continwed into the t it was nothing 
like a gale of wind. At the next night, 
so severe was the tempest that all hands were called 
to close reef the sails, which was done speedily, Half 
an hour later the wind blew a hurricane, yet 
under close sail the yeasel kept o' it and plunged 
madly through the heavy sea, the high rolling waves 
making clear over her deckg and, ing every port- 
able thing away. At 8 o'clock the gale, still growing’ 
more furious, tore the gails from their sastepings as if 
they were paper Balloons, and at the same time a 
heavy sea washed the deck from stem to stern again, 
and every smell hoat was carried into the ocean. The 
vessel then ran under bare until about 4 lock 
when she ‘broached to”—that is, came to the wind, 
the man at the wheebevidently losing all control of the 
helm. He had been obliged to steer by wind, as the 
compass, in the midst of the gale, gave #0 direction 
whatever, but constantly whirled around and around. 

Captain Rounseville had left his wife and children 
in the cabin when first his services Were required 
on deck, but he had no fear them that the vessel would 
be wrecked. ‘The “broaching to” was not looked for; 
it came suddenly, and then there was desperate work 
todo. Just as soon as this took place, the high sea 
buried the vessel’s rail some two or three feet under 
water) "Capt. Rownséville immediately seized an axe 
went forward to out away the foremast, in order that 
the vessel might right up, After cutting the rigging 
all clear he found the mast would not fall, and com. 
menced cutting that; but had not given more than 
two or three blows before the schooner began to 
over gradually, and in halfa minute at the longest, 
the mast were lying upon the water, the vessel was 
clear over. Thesea was chopping in ugly, and dash- 
ing in wildly from all quarters, He got on to the 
rigging at the top of the mast, by crawling through 
the rattlings, there found nearly the whole crew 
and the officers collected and holding on the ropes and 
chains.

sea swept over and broke their fastenings, and both 
went under water. The captain does not know how 
long he was buried; but he never expected to rise 
again; though his head struck against something, and 
he found he was in the rigging at the end of the mast, 
and by clinching im between the cross trees he seoured 
himeelf again. Here he saw the mate trying to get 
hold of some portion of the rigging, but he didn’t 
succeed, and the poor fellow dropped away and was 
never seen again. 

Captain Rounseville also found here one of the crew, 
who had before washed away, holdingon to the rig- 
ging, and an hour later another mam swam up and 
got hold of the mast, When daylight came two men 
were discovered sitting on the *s bow; these men 
had been in the forecaetle, and when the schooner went 
over got out, and ag the mest. broke, secured.a place 
to hold on till the hull partially righted. At about 
74 o’clock one of the officers came in swimming and 
got on the deck, but, after speaking a few words to 
thoee on the bow, laid down and immediately died 
from exhaustion.. He had been in the water about 
three hours, and was naked and chilled. At about 
the same time, one of the men found on the mast left 
and succeeded in getting on board the vessel, the only 
portion of which out the water was a part of the 
port bow. The other man in the rigging was washed 
away and drowned. 

Now left alone on the mast, Captain Rounseville 
found it exceedingly difficult to sustain himself. At 
two o’clock in the afternoon the mast slewed around, 
and the men on the vessel got a rope to him, and by 
its aid he was drawa on board, to keep company with 
the other survivors there awaiting their fate. 

Nothing of special interest oceurred during the 
following thirty hours; all this time, through the dis- 
mal watches of the night, the rescued but not yet 
saved, men held firmly to their places, hoping for help 
in the coming day.. On Monday afternoon, another 
of the crew swam toward the vessel, and joined the 
others—now five'im all, He wag seen for two hours 
before he came up, and was floating on a cabin door, 
on which he had been thirty-six hours. All that these 
five men had to hold them was a portion of the hull, 
about six feet long and eight inches wide. Here 
sat, with their feet on the side, making. fast to 
other. 

On Wednesday, the condition of the weather and 
of the vessel was such, that the captain was me 
to the cabin. He had bopes that he might learn; 
thing of the fate of his loved ones, and it was also 
desirable that something to eat or drink should be 
found, if anything remained; but the cabin had been 
washed completely out, and neither of the bodies were 
discovered, nor could anything be got to appease 
hunger or thirst. This was bitter disappointment, 
fur it had been believed that when the cabin could be 
explored, provisions would be obtained, and it had 
now been four days since a particle of food had been 
eaten or a drop of fresh water tasted. ‘ 

All through the week the captain and four compan- 
ions clung to the wreck—eight days without ‘food or 
water | ‘There is hardly another such a cage Om) rec- 
ord, The testimony of all is that the thought-of food 
ecareely entered their minds, bat their burning thirst 
nearly drove them to distraction. [t ¢ame to be, 
through this dreadfal parching, that neither one 
could talk. Each tongue was swollen, and hung 
without the mouth, As it touched the roof of ‘the 
mouth it glued there, and scaled off in large flakes. 
Such suffering as was experienced cannot be described: 
It was fearful beyond telling. On Sunday morning 
the first sail that had been in sight since disaster 
occurred, appeared some distance off—too far off to be 
attracted. ‘The little hope that was excited suddenl 
departed, as the whitened sails were. lost to view in 
the distance. But two hours .later another vessel 
came in sight, about three miles off, and here was new 
hope to the wrétéhed men, but the vessel passed on, 
unattracted by the low. lines of. the wreck. 

These two last sad disappointments led to the rais- 
ing of a signal of distress, and an old blue coat was 
hoisted. At about four o’clock in the afternoon anoth-; 
er vessel appeared about four miles off to the wind. 
ward, and before dark the eaptain of the vessel dis- 
covered the wreck, and by dark had got within one 
hundred yards of it. He got a boat out and ‘sent it 
alongside. Captain Rounseville and his companions 
were so weak that they could not stand, and by an- 
other day, at the longest, must have shed, and as 
the boat came up they slid into it helpless, and were 
taken to the Flatworth, where. every attention. was 
paid them by the kind hearted Englishman in com- 
mand. When taken off, two of the sailors were em 
tirely naked, as they had been during the whole week. 
The sun had blistered them, as it had the captain and 
the others. All were the merest skeletons, Captain 
Rounseville, who weighed before the wreck one hun- 
dred and ninety pounds, had lest nearly ninety pounds 
in hie eight days of suffering! A 1 of 
brandy was given each one to start with, but even this 
was too much for their shattered eystems, and very 
soon after reaching the ship all were unconscious, and 
remained in that state for two days. On reaching 
London the survivors were to the Sajler’s 
Home in Wall street, where they met with every at- 
tention. 

Captain Rounseville is.still ‘suffering from the effects 
of his terrible experiences, and both mentally and 
physically is greatly prostrated.

He 
declared that the government would remain faithful 
to the principles of the revolution. 

It is reported that Admiral Topete, Minister of Mar- 
ine, insists on resigning his portfolio, but Gen. Prim 
declares he will leave the Cabinet if the Admital resigns. 
Opposition to the Duke of Genda is still so large and 
determined that it is feared there is no chance of his 
election. 4 

Maprip, Nov. 4.—The Regent refuses to accept the 
resignation of Topete, bat the Adtmiral remains firm 
in his determination to withdraw from the ministry. 
It is probable that whole Oabinet will resign and 
that Gen, Prim will form a new one. 

The Cortes has again adjourned. 

It is though that the government will, enleayor to 
fill the vacant seats in the Cortes with deputies fevor- 
able to the elevation of the Duke of Genoa to the throne.

Panis, Nov. 4.—Many electoral meetings have 
been held in various parts of the city. The proceed- 
ings were orderly, and in no instance was the inter- 
ference of the police required. 

Paris, Nov. 5.—Henri hefort, the editor of the 
Lantern, set out from Brussels yesterday on his re- 
turn to Paris. On reaching the frontier he was ar- 
rested, but was subsequently released and furnished 
with asafe conduct by order of the Emperor. He 
then resumed his journey, and his arrival here is mo- 
mentarily expected.
